Newpst addition to the
•chool rurriculum, statewide, 
this fall will he modern math 
In first, second, and seventh 
grades in Torrance. teachers 
Will KO one step farther.

Torranre teachers will sup­ 
plement classroom arithmetic
•t every grade level with 
modern math materials. 
Statp lexts will he provided 
for grade* 1, 2 and 7 this fall 
tnd for the other grades a 
year from now.

Although this will he the 
first time that modern math 
will hp offered distnrtwide.

orization of rules," he ex­ 
plained.

In addition to learning Ihe 
basic fundamental* of arith­ 
metic, modern math students 
are taught manv topics nnt 
previously taught until Uler 
in their school career. Dun- 
can pointed out.

Equations with missing fac­ 
tors, simple geometry, other 
number systems and sets are 
gome of the topics now 
taught earlier, he stated.
